No 
Yess than 122 resolutions are already 
dn the hands of the secretary, or more 
than double the total nurnber present- 
ed at the convention in Calgary last 
January, 

Secretary Higginbotham, oi the U. 
Fr’. A., who has been in the city for 
the past. two or three days making 


arrangements for the big ‘farmers’! 
parliament’ has found Extmonton in 
® decidediy receptive mood. Every- 


thing possible is being done cheerfully 
to make agreeable the stay of the 
2,000 farmers and farmerettes in the 
capital city for one week. However, 
the delegates are coming in a mood 
for serious business, as may be gath- 
ered from the letiers numorows 
locals already in the secretary's hands 
which urge that the convention con- 
fine itself as far as reasonably possible 
to direct and exclusive dealing with 
the many problems at hana. While 
the citizens would like te make the 
convention welcome in a social sense 
the fact cannot be overlooked thet a 
formidable program of business must 
be disposed of before the farmers ad- 
Journ for another year.

PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO TEACHERS

The Fon. Geo. P. Smith, minister 
of education has given out the follow- 
ing New Year's message to the school 
teachers of the province:— 

‘Some time ago when the schools 

of the province were closed on ac- 
count of the influenza epidemic an 
appeal was issued by me to the teacn- 
ers of Alberta asking that while they 
were relieved frum duty in the schools 
they would volunteer their services for 
the relief of euffering and for the sav- 
ing of life in the great fight that was 
being waged againet the plague that 
has swept the continent. 
idly unselfish and courageous way in 
jwhich the school teachers generally 
have grasped this opportunity for ser- 
vice, for the most part almost or quite 
without remuneration, has won the 
admiration of people everywhere and 
well merits a word of public appreci- 
ation. 
that word and to express the hope 
that the coming of the New Year may 
witness the passing of the pestilence 
along with the war, and that there 
may now be uninterrupted opportun- 
ity to overtake the lost time in the 
important educational work which we 
all have so much at heart. 

‘In this connection a word regarding 
the payment of school grants may not 
be out of place. While the law does 
not require the payment of grants be- 
yond a thirty-day period after the 
closing of the schools the department 
of education believes that the moral 
obligation, particularly in view of the 
meritorious attitude of the teachers, 
is undoubted, Many school boards 
have already paid salaries in full. It 
is the hope of the department that 
every school board in the province 
may adopt the same course and tn 
every case where salaries are paid 
without deduction the grants will also 
be paid in full.”

The board has authorized the ex- 
ecutive to find out ways and nyveans 
of developing the work or Alberta 
college north, and provide increased 
accommodation for the large number 
of students desiring to take their work 
there. 

The first meeting of the new board 
as constituted by the recent general 
conference of the Methodist church, 
held at Hamilton, Ontario, was held in 
Alberta college north, Edmonton, on 
Friday, December 27th. The follow- 
ing members were present: Rev. T. 
Powell (Calgary), A. M,. Scott (Cal- 
gary), Rev. E. H. Telfer, M.A., Ph.

The war photographs are aotual re- 
productions of the life and activities 
in the fighting zone until those who 
were wounded were put on the Red 
Cross trains to begin their trip to 
“Blighty.” The artist who took these 
photographs was in the thick of the 
fighting and operated his camera un- 
der the fire of machine guns and the 
bursting of shells, {n order to reserve 
for posterity a true representation of 
the courage and determination of the 
Canadian soldiers going over the top, 
following the barrage, and overcoming 
the gigantic difficuities of the trans- 
port. 

The most interesting of the big 
guns probably is the French 75 milii- 
meter, celebrated throughout the 
world. There arealso two up-to-date 
anti-tank guns built specially by the 
Germans to fight the tanks which 
proved so efficient against the enemy, 
In addition there is a Russian how'tzer 
captured by the Canadian boys. A 
German howitzer, German field guns 
and a bronze high velocity gun. 

The photographs in addition to 
showing the active life of the soldter 
in France and Belgium, reproduce the 
ruined cities and the towns and also 
individual instances of ruined oathe- 
drais. One photo, in contrast to the 
ruins, depicts a etret ecene in a village 
which has been in the hands of the 
Germans, but had not been brought 
under their artillery fire. In the 
streets are only old ren and old wo- 
men, and one asks immedtately, where 
are the young men and women?
